of the shippers in any Western city 
to the curs. Cp io the present it has 
been the custom of the CN.R,. to have 
on the freight bills what is called an 
‘advance charge,” This simply means 
that railways were collecting from 
the local consignee the charges of 
the cartage company in another city 
for transporting goods fromthe prem- 
ises to shippers,

Interesting Legal Battle Is Being 


Waged in Supreme Court 
Before Justice Beck 
OROSSING OF BATTLE 
RIVER I8 INVOLVED 
O.P.R. Allege C.N.R. Stole Plans 
of Right-of-Way Surveyed 
by ©. P. BR. 


A battle for cighteen miles of right- 
of-way ts being. waged ‘between the 
Canadian Northern Western and the 
Cc. P. R. at the Edmonton Supreme 
court before Justice Beck, when 
the former company is seeking an in- 
junction to prevent the C. P. R. con- 
structing their line across certain 
quarter sections south-east of Camrose 
in the valley of the Battle River. 

The Canadian Northern Western at 
this quarter runs from Camrose south- 
east and is called the Camrose south- 
eastern branch which runs to Alsask. 
The C, P. R. in the disputed district 
is. the branch from Swift Current 
northwest to Ohaton, There is a 
jong crossi at the Battle River. 

The C, P, R. claims that in Septem- 
ber, October and November 1911, they 
made a survey and had their route 
map approved by the federal. minis- 
ter of railway, The C.P.R. claim he 
Canadian Nortuern nad no independ- 
ent survey made but simply took the 
Cc, P. R. plans and had their route 
map approved on February 23, 1912, 
by Alberta deputy minister of railways. 
Plaintiff company deny the appropria- 
tion of the defendant company’s right- 
of-way survey. 


Calls it “Clear Steal,” 


The greater part of the morning 
was taken up with the evidence of J. 
G. Sullivan, chief engineer of the 
Cc, P. R. who characterized the pro- 
ceedings of the C. N. Western as & 
“clear steal.” This brought 8. B. 
Woods, K.C., to his feet for the plain- 
tiff company, with a plea for a defin- 
ition of the phrase ‘‘clear steal.’ Mr. 
Sullivan thought that one definition 
would certainly be an action such as 
had’ been put through by the plaintifi 
company. But he admitted there 
might, be gther definitions. In the 
United States for example, he said, 
these “steals” had ‘been put through 
sometimes by force. 

In reply to Mr. Frank Ford, K.C., 
who represents the defendant com- 
pany Mr. Sullivan stated that a copy 
of the C. P. R: route map was sent 
to the C. N. Western on 16th of Feb- 
Tuary and he stated that in his opin- 
ion there was plenty of time for the 
C, N., Western to copy this map. 


Defines His Expression. 


In reply to Mr. Woods °K.C., he 
Stated that stealing a Yocation might 
be defined as doing practically what 
the C, N. Western had done. That is, 
they were taking advantage’ of what 
another compauy had paid dearly for. 

Mr. Woods pressed for a closer 
definition of the phrase ‘‘stealing a 
location,” and Mr, Sullivan declared 
that it might have several meanings. 
For example, in the United States, the 
action of stealing a location had some- 
times been taken by force. 

Asked if he was acquainted with 
the railway, act, Mr. Sullivan said he 
was, but declared that it was not 
the custem. to put on location plans 
the crossing of other railways, The 
action of the C, N. R., which was 
sprung at him at Ottawa, seemed to 
him sharp practice. ° 

Approved in Alberta, 

The interest of the case is height- 
ened by the fact that it is agreed by 
both parties that the route map of the 
plaintiff company has been duly ap- 
proved by the minister of railways 
and telephones for Alberta on lebru- 
ary 23, 1912, while the location plans 
of the said line through’ township 40 
to 37 inclusive, west of the fourth 
meridian, were approved by the acting 
minister of railways. for Alberta on 
July 27, 1912, and these location plans 
were filed in the Land Titles Office 
on July 31, 1912, 

It is also agreed that revised lo- 
cation plans of the plaintif{ company 
through township 40 to 38 inclusive, 
ranges 13 to 12 inclusive, west of the 
fourth principal meridian, were only 
approved by the minister of railways 
and telephones in Alberta on Septem- 
ver 26, 1912, and were filed in the 
Land Titles Office on October 2, 1912. 

Dominion Approval of C.P.R, Plans, 
fhe parties also agree that the route 
map of the defendant railway through 
certain Jand referred to in the state- 
ment of claim was duly approved by 
the minister of railways and canals for 
the Dominion of Canada on March
